To be more definite, however, as to 
materials needed for modelling in 
clay, you should have this outfit, 
which is not at all difficult to ob- 
tain: 

About five pounds of modelling clay, 
which may be purchased for a small 
sum at the art supply store. 

A small board about a foot square, 
upon which to make the models. 

A set of tools made from clothes- 
pins, meat skewers, match sticks and 
toothpicks, shaped as the tools shown 
in the illustration. These are used 
for putting in the details of a model, 
such as the eyes and mouth, and to 
smooth the surface of the clay. 

A box of water colors. 

Two small bristle brushes, one for 
putting on water colors and the other 
for shellacing the models. 

Some white shellac.

Get Regular Modelling Clay. 

Ask for the regular modellingiclay, 
such as hardens when exposed to the 
air, undampened, when you go to the 
art store.

Trade interests 
were reported good buyers on a scale 
down and last prices were 10 or 12 
points up from the lowest, with May 
quoted at 15.90, and with the general 
market closing steady at a net decline 
of 35 to points. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 1 to 15 points, which was 
better than due on the showing of 
Liverpool, and also well above a par- 
ity with opening prices in New Or- 
leans. Asa result, both Liverpool and 
New Orleans sold heavily here, with 
Liverpool a particularly heavy seller 
of July, presumbaly against purchases 
in the English market. The showing 
of the Liverpool cables was a great 
disappointment to local buyers of late 
last week, who had anticipated that 
the improved conditions reported in 
Bombay and Egypt would be reflected 
in the English market. 

Private cables, however, reported a 
continued absence of trade demand 
abroad, while advices from India and 
Egypt failed to confirm the more op- 
timistic reports of last Friday and 
Saturday. Another unfavorable in- 
fluence was the persistent weakness 
of New Orleans, accompanied by com- 
plaints of a poor spot demand, and 
while there was trade buying on a 
scale down, the decline continued, 
with prices reaching the low levels 
during the middle of the afternoon,
